Ennis, Texas, August ?.—The city was star- 
led by receiving the news ofthe destruction 
by fire last evening, about seven o'clock, of

IN SIGHT OF A CBNTURY, 


The Death cf the Oldest Lawyer and Mason 
in the Country. 

LyncupureG, Va., August 9.—Judge James 
Garland, probably the oldest judge in the 
world, and it is believed, the oldest nember 
of the Masonic fraternity in the United 
States, died at his home, in this citv last night 
in the 95th year of his age. 

Judge Garland was a native of Al- 
bermarle county, Virginia. He adopted the 
profession of the law, and was early in his 
career conspicuous for great ability as an ad- 
vocate, aud finally come to be the greatest 
ae attorney in western Virginia. 

fe served a8 a volunteer inthe war of 1812, 
and was twice elected to congress. He wasa 
warm friend of President Jackson, and 
made a notable speech in _ defense 
of the latter in the house, for which Jackson 
thanked him in person and by letter. He was 
prosecuting attorney of Lynchburg tor nearly 
twenty years, and judge of the corporation 
court for fifteen years, and bas been altogether 
at the bar and onthe bench seventy-three 
years, having only retired in 1883, when in his 
uinety-second year, and after he had become 
totally blind. In all his official life he never 
had but two of his decisions reversed. He 
became a Mason in 1812. He voted for James 
Madison for president, and for every nominee 
of the democratic party since, haying gone to 
the polls ina carriage last November, and 
cast his ballot for Cleveland ana Hendricks. 
The bel's of the city are tolling out of respect 
to him. 


Death of Captain Forshey, 

GaLveston, Tex., August 9.—Captain John 
M. Forshey, of the Galveston artillery, died 
suddenly this morning trom congestion of the 
brain, aged 40 years. Captain Forshey per- 
sonally supervised the firing of the salutes 
vesterday. in memory of Geu- 
eral Grant, and it is thought 
that the exposure and excitement incidental 
to the occasion superinduced his death. The 
deceased was a son of the late Professor Fors- 
hey, of New Orleans. As a lieutenant in the 
confederate service he made a brilliant record 
snd was greatly esteemed for his chivalric 
character. 

Death of Professor W,C, Keer.

FATHER AND SON. 


A TERRIBLB TRAGEDY OVER IN 
DARLINGTON, 


Sons Querrellirng With Their Father, Goad Bim 
into Murder—The Tragic Meeting in Which 
® Father’s Bullet 8ped Through His 
Son's Breain—A Very Sad Affair. 


Cotumeis, 8. C., August 9.— At Leavenworth, 
Derlington county, on the 4th, Evander Byrd, 
an old farmer, shot his son while the latter was 


_ttem pting to tear down a cotton press on the 


old man’s place, killing him instantly. The 
fsgnily had been in litigation among themselves 
for a number of years concerning the right to 
the posseesion of land, and the case is still 
pending. Onthe morning of the 4th, Louis 
and Peter Byrd, sons, who had often threat- 
ened the father’s life, went to the house ac- 
companied by one Brayman, a neighbor, and 
procegded to tear down the cotton press, about 
fitt¥¥yards from the house. The father ordered 
them off, but they cursed him and said they 
would pull down the press or 
die in the attempt. Peter Byrd and 


Brayman got under cover, but Louis kept his 
place at the press, and to further order to de- 
sist he told his father to shoot and be damaed, 
at the same time starting to draw his _piatol. 
The father then shot and killed his son. 
Brayman seized Louis’s pistol and endeavored 
to shoot the old man, but failed. A package 
of cartridges, the pistol and a quart bottle of 
whisky were found on Louis’s body, and he 
took a pull at the bottle as his father advanced 
torhoot. The old gentleman was bailed. The 
jury rendered a verdict of justifiable homicide.

itis often assumed that bees possess the 
power of communicating to each other ideas 
of a complex nature; for instance, it has been 
stated that if a bee finds a store of honey 
she will return with the news to her com- 
panions, whe soon accompany her to share 
in the find. This is undoubtedly true of 
enis, but in their case explanation is 
obvious, and oBservation and experiment leave 
no doubt that ants are guided principally by 
the sense of smell in following up the traces of 
@ companion tothe sourcefrom whence she 
bas brought the food. This explanation, how- 
ever, cannot be accepted inthe case of bees, 
for it is not to be supposed that they could fol- 
low the track of a companion’ through 
the air by ecent. It has 
not, however, becn proved beyond doubt that 
a bee will lead her companion to a store of 
focd in this way, though the experiments of 
Sir J. Lubbock and others point to the conclu- 
sioL that bees can bring friends, though they 
bave not the power of directing them, to treas- 
ures at a distance. 

As we owe to the bees’ taste in colors most 
ofthe artistic arrangements of tints in our 
bright-colored flowers, Sir J. Lubbock’s ex- 
periments on thecolor sense in bees have 
attracted considerable attention. His experi- 

nents show that blue is essentially the bees’ 
favorite color, after which come, in order of 
preference, white, yellow, red, 
green and orange. That there are not 80 
many blue flowers as might be expected is 
explained by the probability that all plants 
with blue flowers are descended from an- 
cestors with green flowers, which, under 
the influence of what may be called bee 
culture, have passed through stages ot white, 
yellow, and generally red, betore becoming 
blue. Although the vision of bees is very 
good in some respects, they show 
little intelligence in finding their way in cer- 
tain circumstances, Sir J. Lubbock experi- 
mented with a bee, which he put into a bell 
glass, turning the closed end to the light, only 
to find that she generally buzzed about for a 
long time in a vain endeavor to get out at the 
closed end, while flies placed in the glass in 
the same way soon made their escape. 

ibave always found bees very stupid in 
this way. Lastsummer I placed a nest of 
bumble bees in a large glass vase some fifteen 
ixches in diameter and nine in height. I 
kept the nest in my room, and for several 
days after it was placed in position the work- 
ers crowded toward the side next the light, 
making vain attempts all day long to get 
out, and this although the top was quite 
open and the surface of the nest only a few 
inches. below the rim of tle vase. It was 
some time before I noticed any of the bees get 
out other than by what could only have been 
accident, although I watched the nest for 
some houre daily. It could not be said that 
the chango in position of their home had un- 
culy . confused the older bees, for those born 
while the nest was under observation showed 
the same want of intelligence, and up to the 
end ol the season, in the daytime a few bees 
were always st the side of the glass near the 
light, beating about in a vain endeavor to got 
out. 

Bees do not seem to possess the feeling of 
effection end attachment; even the respect 
for their queen savyors of the coldest utilita- 
rianism, and when through either accident or 
circumstances she ceases to be of use to the 
colony for the one purpose for which she is 
maintained, she is abandoned or superseded 
apparently without the slightest 
compunetion or regret by her so-called 
subjects. Bees never seem to help each 
other in difticulty or distress, as is often done 
by ants. If you hold a bee captive by the leg 
the others either take no notice of her strug- 
giesor do notattempt,im any way to assist 
ber. It you go further, and crush her to 
death, they quietly crowd around, and in the 
most cellous fashion show their utter 
indifference by helping themselves 
to the sweet juices ex pressed 
from the body of their unfortunate compan- 
ion. Yetif bees are fed regularly they often 
exhibit a kind of selfishness friendleiness 
somewhatakin to that displayed by the cats 
of the neighborhood towards the cat’s meat 
mean on his round, During several attempts 
which I have madeto keep alive during the 
winter the queens of colonies of humble bees, 
I have particularly noticed it in those bees.

Some of the Virginia Lees Selling Relics 
and Heirlooms, 
From the New York Mail and Express, 

‘‘When the craze for antique furniture and 
bric-a-brac first became epidemic, we thought, 
like other diseases, it would sweep over the 
country and then stop all ofasudden.” The 
dealer was seated on achair which, he said, 
used to belong to Benjamin Franklin, and he 
directed his remarks toa reporter, who was 
admiring himeelf in a long giass that swung 
over a curious old dressing-case before which 
President Buchanan used to make his bach- 
elor toilet. 

‘‘It is long since an old story how we mined 
into the past for relics of our forefathers, but 
the curious thing is that we are still at it and 
the demand is great. New England used to be 
the great place to search for old scraps of fur- 
niture and chinaware, as nearly every New 
England family of any pretensions has some- 
thing that was “brought over in the May- 
flower.” The stock for sale lasted pretty well 
but has given out at last, and a man with an 
appetite for the antique would starve in the 
sightof plenty. Noonein New England has 
anything to se)l unless it’s imitation. But 
they will buy. They are our best customers. 
The field there bas been completely worked 
out, and they are prospecting all through Vir- 
ginia and Maryland. The richest deposits are 
now to be found in those states and some 
places further south. The relics of the war- 
wrecked south supply the market mostly, but 
these rich mines will be shut off as the old 
family pride comes back with their retrieved 
fortunes, and they begin again to attach some 
value to the relics of their tormer glory, The 
election of a democratic president has a ten- 
dency to make these things harder to get, and 
if it was not for the civil service law we would 
soon not be able to get any. 

‘‘But there are still many rare antique pieces 
to be found scattered here and there, some in 
the possession of negroes and some held by 
members of the good old femilies, who in their 
struggle with adversity have ceased to attach 
any value to things of this sort, or have learn- 
ed their value only te offer them in the mar- 
ket.

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ALABAMA AGRIOCULTUBE, 


The Great Success Which Profess*t Newman 
Has Met in His Work. 

AUBURN, Ala., August 9.—({Special.}|—The Agri- 
cultural state society of Alabama, has been ig 8¢s- 
sion at Auburn, Alabama for the last week. About 
two hundred delegates were present. This was 
the second annual meeting. Much credit is due 
to Profesor J. 8. Newman, profesor of agriculture 
of the A. and M. college, and president of the so- 
clety, jor the complete organization that has been 
effected in so shorta time. A year or so ago, the 
state made an appropriation of twenty-five hna- 
dred dollais for the purpose of effecting th 
ganization. Over one hundred local elu 
throughout the state has been putin motion, and 
thirty granges in the state are heartily co-operating 
with the movement. 

Addresses were made by.Hon. D. C. Harrison, 
W. M. State Grange; Hon. E. C. Betts, commis. 
sioner agriculture; Hon. 8. W. John, of Selma: 
Professor W. C. Stubbs and others. A lively inter- 
est was manifested in the future welfare and de- 
velopment of the society. 

As a matter of gossip, during the conventiona 
very warm discussion was had in regard to the 
Agricultural and Mechanical college at this place. 
This college, as well known, is based upon an ap- 
propriation by the United States congress to the 
state, of wild lands, the appropriation amounting 
to over two hundred thousand dollars, The college 
is thus supplied with an annual income of about 
twenty thousand dollars, and eight thousand dol- 
lars annual state appropriation. For some 
time past, and at present, there has been a little 
dispute and charges made that the fund was mis- 
appropriated by the trustees for the purpose of 
building up a classical and literary institution, 
thus subordinating, as is said, the true ovdject of 
the institution and for which the act was pissed 
making the appropriation, that ~«- is, 
to establish a strictly technical school for the 
teaching of mechanical and agricultural arts, Ia 
an extended and well digested speech made by 
Hon. &. W. John, of Selma, who has been leading 
in the wariare for some time, on the last day of 
the convention he asserted that after ap existence 
of sixteen years andan expenditure of $275,000, 
the college could show no graduates in the arts 
for which the school was founded and that pa- 
rents who desired their children instructed in 
these arte, were compelled in every instance to 
send them to technological schoois in the distant 
parts of the union. 

On the partofthe president and some ofthe 
faculty of the college, it is claimed that the dis- 
pute is owing largely to rivalry and jealousy on 
the partof the University ofthe State of Ala- - 
bamaand other educational institutions who 
fear that their own glory will be detracted from by 
A. and M. college. 

Atan expenditure thousand 
Collars, there is just pow being established at the 
college a mechanical depariment consisting ofa 
Corlees engine and wood and iron-working ma- 
chinery. Some twenty thousand dollars has 
been ex pended on the experimental farm station 
which has beenin operation oaly a year and 
from which it is expected to reap salisfactory re- 
sults under the management of Professor J. N. 
Newman, solongand favorably known ia con- 
nection with the agricultural department of the 
state of Georgia. 

In the meantime the vital part of the whole 
question seems to be neglected by the g¥od peopie 
of the state of Alabama, by sllowipg an annual 
appropriation of between twenty-one and thirty 
trouseré dollars, and as fine educational facilities 
as there are in the south to be {rittered away on a 
merely nominal attendance of pupils at the col- 
lege. 

In passing, it would be neglect not toremark the 
astonishment of visitors at auburn, for probabiy 
no village of its size can boast of the same number 
of pretty misses, whose attendance at the conves- 
tion, all done up in lace and muslin, added great. 
ly to the audience and tothe interest and good 
behavior of the assemblage. 

Another feature which is attributed to the free- 
stone water of Auburn, with a populationofa 
thousand people, isthe number of widows, there 
being sixty-three in the place. This explanation 
seems to pe a good one, for the reason that in the 
county above, where the freestone water does not 
exist, the widowers are inthe advantage. Per- 
haps the next convention wil! be held just on the 
line. 

The society certainly’does credit to the farming 
interest in Alabama, and confers great credit upon 
its officers, who were unanimously re elected.

Williams regretted that he should have 
been the cause of misfortune to others, and pro- 
posed the only reparation he could make—that as 
they were driving to the gallows he would en- 
gage the guarcs ina fight, while the other prison- 
ers should take adyantage of the excitement and 
escape. The plan-worked well, was 
henged, and his companions, aided 
by the crowd, ‘escaped, Those suspected of 
complicity in this work found it necessary to leave 
and a body of seventy oi them settled upon broad 
river,in this county. Amovg these people were 
Jobn and Holman Freeman, who brought with 
them achair of magnificent workmanship. For 
years it was used as the chair of justice in the set- 
tlement. Judge Junius Hillyer’s mother was a 
member of thisfamily of Freemans. Atthe sale 
of her father’s property, Mr. White, of Boston, 
Mass,, bought this chair,and later it passed into 
the hanucés of Mr. Powhattan B. Thurman, ‘Since 
then it bas passed through several hands, and is 
now in the old Heard mension.

‘Ihe word ‘buckrah’ originated among the 
negroes. 1 do not know what it means, 
uniess it means ‘white.’ The term ‘poor 
buckrah’ used to be applied by the negroes to the 
poor white people. If you will remember, before 
and during the war, there was a class in the south 
wose In¢mbers were very poor, very ignorant, 
and seemihgly devoid of all ambition to elevate 
themselves, That class could not have 
existed, if slavery had uot 6xisi- 
ed, Its members were despised by 
the negroes, and they, in turn, despised the 
wealthy whites. With the disappearance of #ia- 
very, they disappeared,” 

“What has become Of them?’ I inquired. 

“The older ones have taken their places in the 
cemeteries, snd the younger ores, as a rule, have 
taken positions among the thriftiest of the 
workers that are making the new 
south, It is strange that nobody 
has thought to bring out the history 
of the ‘poor buckrah.’ No other class of people 
ever presented such a rapid aud complete revolu- 
tion. Thee are plenty of peor people, but there 
are bO ‘poor buckrah.’ Tae abolition of slavery 
sud the establishment of free schoois equalized 
classes in the south. and gayethe ‘poor buckrah’ 
Opportunities which they quickly seized. Yes, 
sir, the ‘poor buckrah’ are unknown «quantities 
in the south,” 


The emancipation of the “poor buckrah,” for it 
was an emancipation, may justly be regarded as 
one of the good cffects of the war. I hayveon my 
list of acquaintances some of the descendants of 
the ‘‘poor buckrah,’’ and without exception they 
are men of intiuence in the communities in wich 
they live, 

I know one descendent of the ‘poor buchrah’ 
whose course deserves imitation. His father was 
a blacksmiih. He himself worked in his father’s 
shop during the day, and at night he gathered 
together his books and spent many hours in hard 
study. Accumulating a small sum 
of money as the result of his labors during 
the day, he went to school, Acquiring 
a fair education, he returned to the blacksmith 
shop, and at night he engaged in the study ol 
medicine, Today, he is one of the most promis:
